"E'ver>-  Loflge  has  the  iwiwcr  of  framing  l)y-laws  for 
its  own  government,  p'-ivuled  they  arc  not  contrary  to, 
or  inconsistent  with  the  j^eneral  regulation  of  the  (irand 
Lodge:  The  By-Laws  must  be  submitted  to  the  Dis- 
trict Deputy  (irand  Master  for  the  approbation  of  the 
r.rand  Master,  and  when  approved,  a  fair  copy  must 
be  sent  to  the  drand  Secretary,  and  also  to  the  District 
Deputy  (irand  Master,  and  when  any  alteration  shall  be 
made,  such  alteration  shall,  in  like  manner  be  submitted; 
and  no  law  or  alteration  shall  be  valid  until  so  su!)!  it  led 
and  approved.  All  proposed  alterations  must  be  inserted 
in  the  notice  or  summons  of  the  lodge  for  the  meeting  at 
which  they  are  to  be  discussed  antl  voted  upf)n." — (Article 
No.  136  of  the  Constitution.)

SIJPRKMACV  OF  CRAND  LOiX.E. 

This  I  odge  of  Ancient.  F.ec.  and  .Accepted  Masons, 
known  as  Argyle  Lodge  No.  h^,  acknowledges  the  suprem- 
acy of  the  Most  Worshipful  the  (irand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
and  hereby  accepts  the  Book  of  Constitution  of  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  for  its  guidance,  and  enacts  the  following 
By-Laws: — 


BY-LAWS 


OF 


ARGYLE  LODGE,  A.  F.  &  A.  M., 

No.  6S,  O.  R.  O 


Art.  I. — All  laws  and  regulations  heretofore  made 
for  rhe  government  of  this  lodge  are  hereby  repealed. 

Name. 

Art,  2.— This  lodge  (formerly  No.  625  on  the  Register 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland)  shall  be  known  as  "  Argyle 
No.  (5,"  on  the  Register  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
and  by  special  permission  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Argyle, 
shall  bear  his  Arms,  Crest  and  Motto. 

Meetings. 

Art.  3.— The  regular  communications  of  this  lodge 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month,  and 
also  on  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  provided, 
however,  that  the  Worshipful  xMaster  may,  with  the  con- 
sent  of  his  lodge,  call  off  during  the  month  of  July,  or 
August,  or  both. 

Emergent  communications  may  be  held  as  provided 
\n  the  Constitution,  but  should  meeting  be  called  at  the 
request  of  a  brother,  for  his  benefit  or  progress,  the  ex- 
p,  ise  of  same  shall  be  paid  by  him. 


Officers, 

.Art.  4.— The  officers  of  this  lodge  shall  consist  of  a 
Worshipful  Master,  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens,  a 
Treasurer,  Secretar\\  Senior  and  Junior  Deacons,  Inner 
f  ;uard,  Tyler,  Director  of  Ceremonies.  Chaplain,  Organist, 
and  three  Stewards. 

Nomination  of  Officers. 

Art.  5.— .Ml  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be 
nominated  at  the  regular  meeting  in  October.  -A  mem- 
ber having  accepted  nomination  on  nomination  night 
must  stand  for  election. 

filLECTioN  OF  Officers. 

.Art.  6.— The  officers  of  this  lodge  shall  be  elected 
annually  at  the  regular  meeting  in  November,  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  elect.  They  shall  be  installed  within  forty 
(40)  days  thereafter,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  installed. 

Perm.anent  Committee. 

.ART.  7.— A  Permanent  Committee,  consisting  of 
the  Worshipful  Master.  Immediate  Past  Master,  Senior 
and  Junior  Wardens,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  for  the 
time  being,  together  with  three  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Worshipful  Master  annually  on  St.  John's  Day, 
or  on  the  day  of  his  Installation,  shall  superintend  the 
finances  of  the  lodge,  and  take  into  consideration  any 
matter  regarding  the  interests  of  the  lodge  which  may  be 
referred  to  them.  The  W.M.  shall  preside,  and  five  (5) 
shall  constitute  a   quorum.      In   the  event   of  the   W.M.

being  absent,  they  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to- 
act  as  President.  They  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  year, 
and  also  at  the  call  of  the  W.M.  The  result  of  their  meet- 
ings shall  be  reportcnl  to  the  lodge  at  its  next  following 
communication.  They  shall  audit  annually  the  books, 
vouchers,  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secret  iry, 
and  investigate  any  case,  or  cases  of  distress. 

Masonic  Board  of  Relief. 

Art,  8.— On  St.  John's  Day,  or  on  the  day  of  his 
Installation,  the  W.M.  shall  appoint  a  member  as  repre- 
sentative of  this  lodge  on  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief, 
who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  said  Board  to  the  lodge 
at  the  meeting  on  St.  John's  Day,  or  when  called  upon  to 
do  so  by  the  lodge. 

Order  of  Business. 

Art.  9.— (i)  Reading  the  Minutes  of  last  Regular 
Communication  (and  subsequent  emergents,  if  any). 

(2)  Propositions  for  Afiftliation. 

(3)  Propositions  for  Initiation. 

(4)  Balloting  for  Affiliating  Members. 

(5)  Balloting  for  Candidates  for  Initiation. 

(6)  Work  in  the  several  Degrees. 

(7)  Petitions  for  Charity,  and  other  communications. 

(8)  Reports  of  the  Permanent  and  Sick  Visiting 
C  ommittees. 

(9)  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

(10)  Unfinished  Business. 

(11)  New  Business. 

(12)  Payment  of  Dues. 

The  Master  may,  at  his  discretion,  vary  from  the 
above  order,  but  each  heading  thereof  must,  on  all  regular 
monthly  meetings,  be  formally  taken  up. 
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Fees  and  Dues. 

Art.  io. — Section  (O.-IniiiationFee. — The  Initiation 
Fee  of  this  lodge  is  established  at  forty  dollars  ($40.00), 
Canadian  currency.  The  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
shall  be  laid  aside  from  each  initiation  fee  to  form  a  special 
permanent  ftmd,  which  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  account 
in  a  chartered  Bank,  in  the  name  of  this  lodge,  by  the  W. 
Master,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  in  trust.  The  capital 
sum,  or  any  part  of  it,  shall  not  be  withdrawn  unless  by 
notice  given  at  a  regular  communication,  entered  in  the 
minutes,  and  inserted  in  the  summons  for  next  regular 
communication,  when  a  resolution,  carried  by  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  may  dispose  of  any  portion  of 
the  fund. 

Section  (ii). — A  deposit  of  five  dollars  ($5. 00)  on 
account  of  Initiation  Fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  candidate. 
In  case  of  rejection,  it  shall  be  promptly  refunded,  and  in 
case  of  acceptance,  it  shall  form  part  of  his  initiation 
fee,  but  it  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  lodge  if  he 
do  not  present  himself  for  initiation  within  six  (6)  months 
after  being  notified  of  his  acceptance. 

Section  (Hi). — Joining  Fee. — A  Brother  affiliating 
with  this  lodge  shall  pay  the  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
currency  which  shall  cover  the  fee  for  registration,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  certificate  when  necessary. 

Section  (iv). — Any  Brother  who  has  affiliated  with 
this  lodge,  may  be  passed  or  raised  in  it  for  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  degree,  provided  he  has  been 
made  in  a  regular  lodge,  and  produces  proof  to  that  effect. 

Section  (»). — Any  regular  Brother  may  be  passed  or 
raised  in  this  lodge  when  so  requested  by  his  mother 
lodge. 
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SecHon  (vi). — Ordinary  Members. — The  monthly 
dues  of  every  member  (the  Secretary,  Tyler,  Honorary 
and  Life  Members  excepted),  shall  be  forty  cents  (40c.). 

Section  (vii). — Country  Members. — Any  member 
residing  outside  the  Province  of  Quebec,  may,  on  request, 
be  placed  on  the  Country  members'  list,  and  shall  be 
assessed  one-half  the  regular  monthly  dues. 

Section  (viii). — Life  Members. — Any  member  con- 
tinuing in  this  lodge  for  twenty  (20)  years,  and  having 
paid  all  the  dues  required  of  him  by  this  lodge  and  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  on  payment  of  the  sum  required  of 
him  by  Grand  Lodge  to  commute  his  dues  thereto,  shall 
be  placed  on  the  Life  Members'  list,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  lodge  dues.  A  member 
may  become  a  life  member  at  any  time  by  paying  such 
a  sum  as  shall,  together  with  the  monthly  dues  he  has 
paid,  make  up  the  amount  of  twenty  years'  dues  and 
(■rand  Lodge  fee. 

Section  (ix). — In  order  to  entitle  them  to  Life  Mem- 
bership, country  members  must  pay  such  sum  as,  with 
the  dues  already  paid,  will  equal  twenty  years'  ordinary 
dues. 

Section  (x). — Ho.\or.\ry  Members. — For  eminent  ser- 
vices rendered  the  Craft,  or  this  lodge,  the  Brethren  may 
confer  the  privilege  and  distinction  of  Honorary  Member- 
ship, but  no  brother  shall  become  an  honorary  member  of 
this  lodge  unless  he  has  been  regularly  proposed  and 
seconded  at  one  regular  meeting,  and  his  name  inserted 
in  the  summons  for  the  next  regular  meeting,  at  which 
he  must  be  elected  by  favourable  ballot.  If  admitted, 
he  shall  be  exempted  from  all  dues,  and  entitled  to  all 
the  priv  Vges  of  membership. 
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Members  in  Arrears. 

Art.  1 1. — Any  member  twelve  (12)  months  in  arrears 
shall  be  so  notified  by  the  Secretary,  and  if  such  arrears 
continue  for  three  (3)  mor.ths  lonjjer,  he  shall  be  sum- 
moned by  registered  letter  to  his  last  known  address,  to 
appear  at  a  regular  meeting  and  show  lause  why  he  should 
not  be  suspended;  and  if  he  do  not  appear,  or  show  cause 
sufficient  to  the  lodge,  he  shall  be  forthwith  suspended 
until  all  arrears  are  fully  jiaid  or  satisfied,  and  a  two- 
thirds  (|)  open  vote  shall  be  necessary  for  his  restoration. 

Withdrawal  of  Memhkrs. 

Art.  12.— Any  Brother  desirous  of  withdrawing 
from  the  lodge  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution,  must 
signify  the  same  personally  or  by  letter  addressed  to  the 
VV'.M.,  01  Secretary,  when,  upon  paym'Mit  of  all  arrears 
his  resignation  shall  be  accepted  in  open  lodge,  and  a  deriit 
granted,  and  such  brother  shall  cease  to  be  a  member 
and  shall  not  be  re-admitted  without  a  regular  proposition 
and  ballot,  and  the  payment  of  the  usual  affiliation  fee. 

\'lSIT<^RS. 

Art.  13. — \o  visitor  shall  be  admitted  into  this  lodge 
unless  he  is  personally  known,  recommended,  or  well 
vouched  for,  or  after  due  examination.  During  his  stay 
therein,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  by-laws:  No  visitor 
shall  be  admitted,  or  permitted  to  remain  when  the  lodges 
is  on  pri\ate  business,  unless  by  the  unanimous;  consent 
of  the  Brethren. 

Treasurer's  1>i  tv. 

Art.  14. — The  '^Veasurer  shall  receive  all  the  monies 
yi  the  lodge,  and  discharge  all  bills  passed  by  th  lodge 
and  sanctioned  by  the  W.M.   He    shall  keep  ;i    i>ook    in

which  the  amounts  ol  reteipis  and  disbiirscnicnts  shall  be 
egulariy  entereii.  so  as  to  exhibit  at  one  view  the  amount 
of  money  in  his  p<jssession,  which  book  shall  be  produced 
at  every  monthly  mee  inj;  of  the  lod^e  for  the  inspection 
of  the  members. 

Whenever  the  amount  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  ex- 
ceeds one  hundred  dollars  (SHH).m)),  such  excess  shall 
be  deposited  in  a  chartered  savings  Bank  for  this  lodge  by 
the  Worshipful  Master.  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  in 
trust,  upon  whose  joint  chef'ue  or  order  alone  it  may  be 
withdrawn.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
insure  the  jewels,  furniture,  ;m:  other  property  of  the 
lodge  against  loss  by  fire. 


Art. 


Secret  \Rv's  Di  tv  and  Fee. 
15. — The   Secretary    shall    issue  the  summons, 


upon  the  authority  of  the  W.M.,  to  all  the  members  of  the 
lodge  at  their  last  knov  address,  and  also  to  the  Oand 
Master  and  the  Distriv  -eputy  (irand  Master,  at  least 
seven  clear  days  previoiis  tt»  each  meeting,  particularly 
noticing  therein  candrdate^  for  initiacion  and  members 
affiliating,  specif\ing  their  names,  age,  place  of  abode, 
and  occupation,  with  the  names  of  the  inquiiing  com- 
mittee; also  paLsing  and  raising  of  member'^,  By-Laws  to 
be  altered  or  repealed,  or  new  ones  to  be  made.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  register  of  the  members,  showing  the  dates  of 
joingi>  ^,  initiation,  passing  and  raising,  and  the  state  of 
iheir  accounts.  He  shall  prepare  a  list  of  members  for 
Grand  Lodge;  take  Minutes  of  all  matters  duly  moved; 
and  of  such  other  things  as  are  proper  to  be  written,  or 
of  such  occurrences  as  may  be  considered  by  the  W.M. 
or  a  majority  of  the  lodge,  worthy  to  be  recorded.  He 
shall  place  all  notices  of  motion  on  the  summons,  and 
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notify  ♦^he  (3ran(l  Sectetary  of  all  rejections  and  suspen- 
sions, as  also  the  otlier  lodges  in  the  District.  He  shall 
supply  each  member  with  a  pence-book,  and  record  all 
monies  received  therein.  The  lodge  shall,  for  his  services, 
annually  vote  him  such  recomjxMise  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

Tyler's  Dity  .\nd  Fee. 

Art.  1 6. — The  Tyler,  in  addition  to  his  attendance  at 
the  regular  monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Irdge, 
shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Warden,  place 
and  replace  the  furniture,  tools,  jewels,  and  paraphernalia 
of  the  lodge  before  and  after  each  meeting.  He  shall  be 
paid  for  his  services  such  sums  as  shall  be  decided  upon 
from  time  to  time  by  the  lodge. 

Attendance  Book. 

Art.  17. — At  every  communication  a  book  shall  be 
placed  in  the  ante-room,  in  which  every  member  and  visitor 
shall  subscribe  their  names,  rank,  and  the  name  and  num- 
ber of  their  lodge. 

Property.  Jewels,  Etc. 

Art.  18.— The  books,  papers,  jewels,  paraphernalia, 
and  furniture  of  every  kind  belonging  to  the  lodge,  being 
at  all  times  vested  in  the  Master  and  Wardens  for  the 
time  being,  they  are  responsible  for  the  same.  They 
shall  be  examined  annually  previous  to  the  installation  of 
the  officers  elect,  and  an  inventory  of  them  shall  be  kept 
in  the  minute  book  of  the  lodge. 
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DisFosAi   OF  Finds,  Property,  Ktc. 

Art.  19 — No  part  ol  the  funds  of  this  Uxlgc  shall  be 
expended  except  for  monthly,  or  other  necessary  working 
expenses,  without  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the 
Brethren  present;  neither  shall  the  furniture,  jewels, 
or  other  propeny  of  the  lodge  be  sold,  alienated,  or  in 
any  wa'  disposed  of,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent 
of  the  members,  after  having  received  due  notice  in  the 
summons. 

Ixtoxicatim;  Liquors. 

Art.  20—  No  part  of  the  funds  of  this  lodge  shall  be 
used  for  the  purchase  o^  procuring  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Notice  of  Motion. 

Art.  21. — No  notice  of  motion  shall  be  entertained 
unless  it  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the  mover,  which 
shall  appear  on  the  summons  for  the  next  regular  communi- 
cation. 

Reading  of  Minutes. 

Art.  22. — Upon  closing  lodge,  unless  one  member 
object,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  current  meeting 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  excepting  that  portion  relating 
to  cash  receipts. 

Cases  not  Provided  for. 

Art.  23— Cases  not  provided  for  by  these  bye-laws 
shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  Brethren  present 
at  a  meeting  of  the  lodge,  at  which  the  matter  may  be 
regularly  introduced  according  to  the  mode  prescribed 
in  such  cases  bv  the  Constitution. 
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By-Laws  to  be  Trax.scribed. 

Art.  24. — These  by-laws  shall  be  transcribed  in  a 
book  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
every  member  of  the  lodge,  who  shall  be  supplied  with  a 
printed  copy  of  them,  and  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

Alteration  of  Bv-Laws. 

Art.  25. — ^These  By-Laws,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall 
not  be  altered  or  amended  except  by  notice  of  motion 
duly  given  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  carried  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the  next 
regular  meeting.
